And for eating 
and drinking the Body and Blood of Chriſt continually, that 
ſoule that deth not ſo, is in the captivity of death, and bath no 
life in it; and there is no abiding or living in the word of 
God or Chrift, but by eating his Fleſh-and drinking his Blood 
after that manner; for he that eateth his Fleſh, and drinketh his 
Blood in this manner, abideth in Chriſt, and Chriſt in him, 
John 6. 56. It is not the ontward act of Baptiſme, or the 
Bread and Wine, eating and drinking, that makes a Chriſtian, 
or bringeth the ſoule to live in Chriſt, and Chriſt in it : no, no, 
theſe are typpieall things under this diſpenſation in which we 
live; and they hold it out in the myRtery, the dying with Chrift, 
and the living with Chriſt: For as in the time of the Law, 
there was ſeverall Ceremonies which poynted at the appear- 
ing of Chriſt inthe Fleſh; ſo when he was in the Fleſh, he left 
types of another nature, and theſe pointed at Chriſts appearing 
in (pirit; and as the types under the Law ended when Chriſt 
appeared in the Fleſh ; ſo the types undef the Goſpel end, when 
Chriſt appeareth in the ſpirit. But none will beleeve the - 
great Myſtery herein, but ſuch as have found the ſame truely 
falfilled in them; and yer thoſe who have attained this Myſtery, 
and ſpeaketh thereof to the world, or to the out» fide religious, 
ſhall be accounted no leſſe then Blaſphemers: beeaule this exoſ- 
ſeth their humane wiſedome, by which they underſtand God 


and his way; and many of thoſe people is able to make good - . 


the truth of this My ſtery in them, and witneſſe the fame: by 
Seripture to; yes and ſome of them will witnefſe the ſame 
by fignes and wonders to, if they be put to it: And yet this 
Author doth falſly actuſe theſe people, ſaying.
